NATO SYG LUNS' PRESS CONFERENCE IN OTTAWA FEBRUARY 5: 

BEGIN QUOTE: PRIME MINISTER PIERRE TRUDEAU MAY HAVE 
BREN TAKEN IN A BIT BY CUBAN PREMIER FIDEL CASTRO, 

ALSO MAY HAVE DONE SOME GOOD WITH HIS ADVICE ON THE 
INAPPROPRIATENESS OF CUBA'S SENDING TROOPS TO ANGOLA, 
NATO SECRETARY-GENERAL JOSEPH LUNS SUGGESTED AT A PRESS 
CONFERENCE HERE YESTERDAY. 

HE SAID HE HAD BEEN TOLD, AT AN EARLIER MEETING 
WITH MR. TRUDEAU, ABOUT MR.CASTRO'S EXPLANATION TO 
MR. TRUDEAU FOR CUBA'S INVOLVEMENT IN ANGOLA. 

HE SAID HE EOUND THE EXPLANATION "INTRIGUING," BUT 
WENT ON TO SUGGEST EVER SO SUBTLY THAT MR. TRUDEAU MAY 
HAVE BEEN A BIT NAIVE ON THE MATTER. 

MR. TRUDEAU SAID IN CUBA THAT HE WAS CONVINCED 
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THAT THE CUBAN INTERVENTION HAD BEEN UNDERTAKEN 
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AFTER A GREAT DEAL OE THOUGHT AND EEELING. 

HE ALSO SAID HE HAD COME AWAY EROM HIS TALKS 
IN CUBA WITH A BETTER ASSESSMENT OE THE AERICAN 
SITUATION EROM MR. CASTRO'S SOCIALIST POINT OE VIEW. 

MR. LUNS SAID HE WAS SURE MR. TRUDEAU HAD 
LISTENED CAREEULLY TO PREMIER CASTRO, BUT HE HAS 
EOUND IN HIS 25 YEARS IN DIPLOMACY THAT "WHAT 
POLITICAL LEADERS SAY AND WHAT THEY THINK OR WHAT 
REALLY IS BEHIND WHAT THEY SAY IS SOMETIMES DIFEERENT." 

EARLIER IN THE PRESS CONFERENCE, IN RESPONSE TO 
ANOTHER QUESTION ABOUT MR. TRUDEAU, CUBA AND ANGOLA, 
MR. LUNS WAS CAREEUL TO PREEACE HIS REMARKS WITH THE 
QUALIFICATION THAT NATO IS NOT A SUPERNATIONAL BODY 
THAT OVERRIDES INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS' EOREIGN POLICY. 

HE IS NATO'S TOP CIVIL SERVANT. 

THE QUESTIONERS SHOULDN'T DISCOUNTTHE POSSIBILITY 
THAT MR. TRUDEAU'S DISCUSSIONS WITH MR. CASTRO MIGHT 
HAVE DONE SOME GOOD, HE SAID. 

HE HAD KNOWN MR. TRUDEAU EOR A LONG TIME AND KNEW 
THAT HE EXPRESSED HIS VIEWS VERY CLEARLY. "HE MAY 
HAVE IMPRESSED SOME HOME THRUTS ON CASTRO. KEEP AN 
OPEN MIND IS MY ADVICE TO YOU". 

MR. LUNS DECLINED TO BE DRAWN INTO A COMPARISON 
OP CANADA'S NATO EFPORTS WITH THOSE OF OTHER MEMBERS 
OP THE ALLIANCE, BUT SAID THAT RECENT DECISIONS TO 
PURCHASE NEW TANKS AND PATROL AIRCRAFT AND INCREASE 
DEPENCE SPENDING HAD AN IMPACT ON THE OTHER MEMBERS. 

"THEY THINK YOU ARE DOING YOUR PART PAR MORE NOW 
THAN A WHILE AGO". 

CANADA'S CONTRIBUTION TO THE DEPENCE OP EUROPE IS 
NOT PHILANTHROPY, MR. LUNS SAID. IP CANADA BELIEVED 
THAT IT SHOULD 'CLEAR OUT TODAY'. 
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IP EUROPE IS THREATENED, CANADA IS ALSO. 'WE HANG 
TOGETHER OR WE WILL BE HANGED SEPARATELY'.
